Find Magnificent Temple In East 


| Discovery In Indo-China Made By 
Frenéh School of Excavation 

A magnificent temple, dating back 
to the early fourteenth century, has 
been discovered by the French School 
of Excavation, in the Far East, now 
working In Indo-China. The temple 
is described as the finest example ot 
the art of that period yet seen, and the 
inscriptions upon it throw consider- 
able light upon history. 

Experts of the school have just re- 
ported to the institute In France that 
the temple is near Angkor Thom, ard 
that other buildings of the same age 
probably will be uncovered tn the vast 
forests north of the present excava- 
tions. These forests will be explor-

province of Tanh Hoa, Indo-China, 


; where several Chinese tombs were un-

Patrol Of Arctic Archipelago

| Preparations for the 1926 patrol of 
| Canada’s Arctle archipelago are being 
made by the North West Territories 
jand Yukon branch of the department 
of the interior, and it is expected that 
the annual expedition will sail about 
July 10. This year’s visit to the far 
|northern posts will be made in the SS, 
|Beothic, a sealing vessel of 2,700 tons 
| capacity, with a speed of ten knots. 
This ship was charatered for the trip 
from Jobs Seal Fisheries Company,, 
Limited, of St. John’s, Newfoundland, 
to replace the C.G.S. Arctic, which Is 
being retired from service, For the 
purpose for which she was built, whieh 
was to winter In the north in safety 
to herself and comfort to her crew, the 
Arctle could hardly be surpassed. She 
jis past her prime, however, and with 
the gradual increase in the number of 
{posts and the consequent heavier de- 
mands on ship accommodation a larg- 
er and speedier boat is required. The 
Arcile, certain accessories having 
{been removed, has been turned over 
{to the government salvage officer for 
| disposal. 

The Beothic, which has a greater 
;speed and carrying capacity than the 
|Aretic, was reconstructed last Novem- 
ber at Neweastle-on-Ty ne, England, 
‘for the seal fisheries. She waks class- 
ed, for ice work Al at Lloyd's and in 
her initial trip to the seal fishéries this 
year performing splendidly, returning 
with a record catch of 48,420 skins 

This year’s expedition will sail from 
North Sydney, Nova Scotia, instead of 
Quebec. The posts already establish- 
ed will be visited and an effort made 
to complete the establishment of the 
new post at Bache Peninsula on Elles 
mere Island, in latitude 79 deg. north. 
Owing to ice conditions last year the 
materials and supplies for this propos 
ed post had to be left at Fram Havn, 
about fifteen miles 
Peninsula,
